WILMINGTON — The Wil- 
mington School Committee 
authorized a resolution on 
Wednesday night that stren- 
uously opposed lifting of the 
cap on Commonwealth Char- 
ter Schools. The committee 
members implored citizens 
to vote “No” on Question 2 in 
the . upcoming November 
election. 

There are currently 78 ac- 
tive charter schools in Mas- 
sachusetts, with a cap of 120 
allowed to operate in the 
State. Voting “Yes” on Ques- 
tion “2 would allow the 


Massachusetts Department 
of Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education the ability 
and authority to lift the cap, 
allowing as many as 12 new 
charter schools or expan- 
sions of existing charters 
each year. 

Charter schools are a 
favorite of Governor Charlie 
Baker, who has made sup- 
porting and advocating for 
charter schools a major 
focus during his time in 
office, even introducing a 
bill with the same proposed 
charter school growth last 
October. Baker is opposed by

these issues as a community. 

She said violence is “an epi- 
demic ... we’re not address- 
ing aggressively enough.” 

Between 2003 and 2012, 266 
people were murdered in “inti- 
mate partner homicides, and 
74 domestic violence homicide 
perpetrators were killed” in 
Massachusetts, according to 
the website for the National 
Coalition Against Domestic 
Violence. 

Mahoney said she believes 
communities can _ benefit 
from more education about 
domestic violence, especial- 
ly parents who came from 
violent homes. 

People harmed in the past 
sometimes make poor choic- 
es, which may have long-term 
negative consequences. Bully- 
ing in schools, for example, 
means there could be “a big- 
ger bully at home,” she said. 

Mahoney said the responsi- 
bility to education children 
about violence falls on their 
caregivers, whether they are

People must first define 
abuse, Mahoney said, adding 
she defines it as anything 
that “causes undo stress and 
pain,” as well as fear. She 
said adults sometimes use it 
against children as a threat. 

She also said people must be 
“active bystanders” by report- 
ing any crimes they witness. 
Sometimes domestic violence 
and violence against children 
are unreported because the 
perpetrator may tell the vic- 
tim not to say anything or the 
victim may be in shock, 
according to Mahoney. 

In this case, authority fig- 
ures have a responsibility to 
help the defenseless “get out 
of a horrible situation that 
they have no control over.” 

At the upcoming event, she 
said she also wants to dis- 
cuss ways to discipline oth- 
ers without using violence,

Dear Editor: 

' I am a 2011 Wilmington

WILMINGTON — Ed- 
ward Nelson Eames had a 
rude awakening on the 
morning of March 7, 1921. 
‘Eames served as Wil- 
‘mington’s moderator, run- 
ning’ the town meetings 
from 1909 to 1935. But in 
1921’ and 1922, he was 
“burhped.” 

~Thé office had always 
‘been filled for each meet- 
ing,instead of the year. 
The town election was 
posted as part of the town 
meeting, and held the 
same day. The town clerk 
would open the meeting at 
6 a:m., and Article 1 would 
befor the election of a 


moderator. The polls would 
then be open from 6 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. for voters to cast 
paper ballots for various 
town officers. Then, at 8 
p.m., the open meeting 
would take place for dis- 
cussion and voting on the 
warrant articles. 

Eames would usually 
stroll into the polls about 
five minutes late, and only 
then would the voting start. 
In 1921, though, some vot- 
ers decided to take advan- 
tage of those five minutes. 

At 6 a.m. sharp, they 
drew the attention of Town 
Clerk Jim Kelley to the 
time. Kelley was obliged to 
open the meeting. Ban- 
croft Abbott, who lived in 
the old Gowing house on

Federal Street, near the 
East School was nominat- 
ed, elected and installed as 
moderator. 

At 6:05, Eames came 
strolling in. “All right, Jim, 
you can start the meet- 
ing,” he said. 

“Sorry,” said Kelley, 
“This meeting started at 6 
o’clock.” 

In 1922, Abbott was again 
elected as moderator, but 
in December, Eames. was 
elected as moderator for a 
special town meeting. Ar- 
ticle 4 of that special town 
meeting changed the elec- 
tion process for moderator. 
Instead of being elected 
for the meeting, the mod- 
erator would be elected for

the year, by ballot. 

The following spring, the 
moderator was elected for 
the meeting for the last 
time. J. Howard Eames 
was elected. 

In the 1923 election, Ed- 
ward Nelson Eames had 219 
votes and Abbott had 200. 
Eames was also elected as 
state representative for 1923 
and 1924, and was unable to 
attend a special town meet- 
ing in June 1924. Frank 
Dayton, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, was 
elected moderator pro-tem. 

For the next 11 years, 
Eames was elected moder- 
ator every year. In 1935, he 
announced his retirement. 

He served in many posi- 
tions, including selectman, 
library trustee, trustee of 
trust funds, Common Com- 
mittee, Carter Lecture Com- 
mittee and as a surveyor of 
wood, bark and lumber. His 
first town position was as a 
field driver, in 1888. 

He was on the committee 
that built the Walker School. 
He petitioned to have Rural 
Free Delivery mail in Wil- 
mington. And he was on the 
Board of Water Commis- 
sioners when the Water De-

Hames was a lumber deal- 
er, partners with Charles 
Sargent. He lived on Woburn 
Street opposite Sargent, in a 
house now owned by the 
Bishops. He later built a 
house on Church Street at 
the corner of Thurston Ave- 
nue, which is now the 
Methodist parsonage.

Eames bought a camera 
and took many wonderful 
photographs, mostly of Wil- 
mington people, houses and 
landmarks in the early 20th 
Century.
